Fan FAIR FLOTSAM ’88. That wonderful country 
institution, Fan Fair, finally pulled the curtain on its 
17th edition (June 6-12), leaving in its wake hordes of 
glazed-eyed country music fans who were treated to 
more stars than you'll find in Hillbilly Heaven. As the 
dust settles after the departure of some 23,000 fully 
saturated Fan Fairgoers, heading back to such places 
as Arkansas and Australia, New York and New Zea- 
land, let’s take a look at some of the highlights: 


The Mercury/PolyGram Records show spanned the 
spectrum from estab- lished names like Tom T. 
Hall and Mel Tillis to 
such new acts as David 
Lynn Jones and Donna 
Meade. Lynn Anderson, 
who belted out “Under 
The Boardwalk” support- 
ed by three black back- 
ground ‘singers wearing 
shades and tuxes, sound- 
ed better than she has in 
ages. The Everly Broth- 
ers made a surprise 
appearance in their first Nashville performance in 
25 years. Kathy Mattea was pre sented with an 
award onstage for holding the No. 1 spot atop the 
Billboard Hot Country Singles chart for two conse 
cutive weeks (a rarity nowadays) The Everly 
Brothers concluded the show with a powerful version 
of ‘‘Bye Bye Love,” joined by label mates Hall, Ander- 
son, Jones, Mattea, Meade, Tillis, and Larry Boone. 


Charlie Daniels and his band helped make the CBS 
Records show a scorcher. One of the strongest Dan- 
iels songs in several years has to be “Uneasy Rider 
1988,”’ which should be on his next album and is a like- 
ly future single. Ricky Van Shelton scored hot and 
heavy with his fans during his solid performance. Roy 
Wunsch and his Nashville CBS execs played hosts to 
new label president Tommy Mottola. Famed restau- 
rateur Mario Ferrari welcomed the CBS crew aboard 
his 103-foot yacht on the Cumberland River and treat- 
ed them to a grand lunch. Then, CBS hosted a lun- 
cheon at Mario’s restaurant for Nashville music indus- 
try leaders. 


Wolfman Jack was the colorful MC for the enjoy- 
able Warner Bros. show, which was stolen by k.d. 
lang (who almost made off with Fan Fair itself). The 
talented space cadet was accurate when she sang her 
closing number, “I’ll Be Back.” The McCarters also 
sang and clogged their way into the fans’ hearts. 
Southern Pacific showed its Doobie Brothers/Cree- 
dence Clearwater Revival heritage with a sizzling 
set, which included some of the finest instrumentation 
this side of the Eagles with the rollicking, raucous 
rhythm of “Midnight Highway.” And the oddest coun- 
try couple of all time—Buck Owens and Dwight Yoa- 
kam—proved that the pairing worked perfectly. 
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Country Showcase 
Attracts 23,000 
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Owens worked miracles on Yoakam’s demeanor 
(Dwight’s smiling nowadays), and Yoakam gave new 
spark to Owens, one of country music’s all-time 
greats. They were sensational on “Streets Of Bakers- 
field.” 


RCA Records put the spotlight on some of its newer 
acts. K.T. Oslin demonstrated just how far she has 
come in one year as she closed the show. Oslin looks 
and sings better every time she graces a stage. 


Vince Gill drew some chuckles from the multitude at 
the fairgrounds raceway 


as K.T. left the stage. 
Deadpanned Gill, “K.T. 
has left the building.” 


Marie Osmond looked 
splendid in her pink outfit 
at the Capitol Records 
show. Johnny Rodri- 
guez, making good on his 
comeback attempt, 
stirred the crowd, and the 
in country music, Sawyer most outrageous group 
Brown, led by Mark Miller in an outfit that 
would have gotten him kicked off Fantasy Island, 
showed why country music’s demographics have got- 
ten younger, as hundreds of youthful fans surged to- 
ward the stage. 


Crowd favorite Charley Pride drew the most enthu- 
siastic response at the 16th Avenue Records show. 
New act Canyon made an impressive Fan Fair debut 
for the label. 


At the MCA Records show, the Desert Rose Band 
was brilliant. Patty Loveless, the beautiful Kentucky 
chanteuse, gained a standing ovation and an encore 
with a song that should be recycled as a single, “After 
All.” 


Hosted by Shelly Mangrum, a knockout in her own 
right, the MTM Records show again demonstrated the 
fast-rising popularity of MTM’s femme fatale book- 
ends, Holly Dunn and Judy Rodman. 


The major label shows weren’t the only ones worth 
watching. The acts that performed in the Cajun show- 
case, who have only two speeds—off and full-blast— 
put on a rousing show; such songwriters as Lisa Sil- 
ver and Bob Morrison proved they can also sing with 
the best of them at a songwriters’ showcase; foreign 
acts proved that country music talent isn’t limited to 
U.S. borders during the international show; and such 
indie acts as Tim Malchak and Darlene Austin, which 
played the independent label show, re-emphasized the 
fact that there is a hotbed of talent on indie labels. 
From the opening bluegrass show to the closing 
Grand Master’s Fiddling Championship, the music 
made it a week to remember.

his talent to Gospel music,what was to become 
famous as ‘Holy Blues’. At the age of 75 Gary Davis 
laid down tracks in New York City showing he’d lost 
none of his prowess for singing, picking twelve — 
string guitar and blowing harp. These tracks have 
been released by Blue Moon label as ‘New Blues & 
Gospel’, blending secular and spiritual songs culled 
from the early part of the man’s career. Tracks: How 
Happy | Am/I Heard The Angels Singing/Samson & 
Delilah (a big seller when recorded by Peter, Paul & 
Mary)/Children of Zion/Soon My Work Will All Be 
Done/Talk On The Corner/Sally Where’d You Get 
Your Whiskey/Hesitation Blues/Whistling Blues/ 
Lost John. A historical important and entertaining 
album. 


@ If Dave Travis is my ‘King Of Rockabilly’, RAY 
CAMPI is the ‘Emperor’. Campi’s career has 
survived for three decades, travelling through 
several labels before finding a home with Ronny 
Weisner’s Rollin’ Rock Records. Magnum Force 
have pulled yet another master stroke by releasing 
‘The Original Rockabilly Album’, a baker’s dozen of 
demo trax cut in Austin during 1957. Ray opens the 
album with a contemporary narration leading the 
listener into some of the rawest, yet finest rockabilly 
to hit vinyl. Ray is in fine voice on what are mainly 
his own compositions and the backup band of 
JOHNNY MADDOX (lead guitar), HENRY HILL (bass), 
TOMMY GRIFFITH (piano) are superb. Tracks: 
Caterpillar, Play It Cool, It Ain't Me, Give That Love 
To Me, Let Go Of Louie, You Can’t Catch Me, Livin’ 
On Love, | Didn’t Mean To Be Mean, My Screamin’ 
Screamin’ Mimi, The Crossing, Long Tall Sally, 
Loretta, Johnny's Jive. Historically important and 
thoroughly enjoyable. 


@ And now to something different. ‘Country 
Supersession’ (Sundown) really needs a little 
explaining. ‘Country’ — well | would rather say 
‘country oriented’. ‘Supersession’ — quite 
definately but not in the current Nashville 

sense. The principal vocalist on these 1970 to 1979 
recorded tracks is MIKE HURST, a rock producer who 
worked with such names as Cat Stevens, Manfred 
Mann and Shakin’ Stevens. The pickers worked with 
some of the biggest rock acts of the 60s and 70s. For 
instance; CLEM CATTINI (Bee Gees), PAUL KEOGH 
(Nilsson), ROD ARGENT (Zombies), HERBIE 
FLOWERS (Elton John), RAY FENWICK (Spencer 
Davis Group), DEE MURRAY (Elton John), DEREK 
AUSTIN (Keef Hartley Band), JOHNNY GUSTAFSON 
(Roxy Music), LISLE HARPER (Ginger Baker), IAN 
PAICE (Deep Purple), BOBBY TENCH (Jeff Beck 
Group), JOHN CAMERON (Donovan) and BARRY 
ST.JOHN (Rick Wakeman). More recognisable to 
country fans are steelies B.J. COLE and GORDON 
HUNTLEY, although of course B.J. has worked with 
Elton John, Procol Harum, Nazareth, etc and Huntley 
with Rod Stewart. All the thirteen tracks were 
penned by Hurst and have a strong contemporary 
feel. ‘With The One Who Loves Me’, an uptempo 
number based on the tune ‘Shenandoah’ is my 
favourite, though | | have a fondness for the entire 
album.

Stories tell of k.d. professing to be 
the reincarnation of Patsy Cline, 
and this album - cut with Patsy’s old 
producer, Owen Bradley - seems 
intent on substantiating the 

However - even if Bradley, 
like with Patsy, is in places rather 
heavy-handed with orchestration 
and poppy vocal choruses - the 
record is excellent and k.d.’s voice 
absolutely magnificent. She 
tackles country and swing with 
heartfelt passion, and endows blues 
with a fervour equal to the most 
sultry torch singer. Cream 
mainstream session-men lay down 
decidedly dated backings, with Ms 
lang’s personable individuality 
adding progressive touches which 
are by no means 

overshadowed. But now this tasty 
dedication to the influence of Patsy 
and Owen (plus Loretta Lynn, 
Brenda Lee and Kitty Wells, who 
join in the ‘Honky Tonk Angels’ 
Medley’) is out of her system, she 
can return to being the one and only 
k.d. lang rather than just another 
Cline clone. Nevertheless, this is a 
fine album that commands attention 
and deserves to be a massive hit.

Johnson is a good singer and there 
is much to be said for his basic 
folksiness, but it is too often 
supressed by elaborate m-o-r 
production which tends to be rather 
bland and non-directional. An 
omnipresent acoustic guitar 
punctures otherwise — synthetic- 
sounding backings to offer some 
roots credibility, and songs like 
‘Roller Coaster Run’, ‘I Will Whisper 
Your Name’, ‘Oh Rosalee’ and a 
couple of others have substance, 
but there is too much that - though 
inoffensive - incites little in the way 
of emotion, which nevertheless 
contains some highlights, Michael 
Johnson - although possibly 
rescuable - is entrenched in the 
musical no-man's-land where 
Nashville found itself prior to the 
‘New Country’ awakening.

Referring to N.G.R. as a bluegrass 
outfit is tantamount to calling Mark 
Twain, one of America's greatest 
folklorists and novelists, simply a 
journalist (which he also was).They 
are, of course, steeped in 
bluegrass, but they have many 
more strings to their bows, and 
fiddles, and mandolins, and banjos. 
and guitars. Virtually the whole 
panoply of American music is 
explored by the harmonious voices 
and skilled fingers of Messrs Bush, 
Fleck, Flynn and Cowan, from folk, 
blues and country rock, jazz and — 
these days — pop. There is. 
however, no doubt that these 
inventive superpickers are still 
traditionalists. even if they are 
progressive minded and stray from 
accepted norm with their songs, 
which are made of sturdier stuff 
here than on their eponymous set of 
two years ago. Thisis. inall.a 
praiseworthy album. and it goes 
without saying that the 
performances are sheer perfection.

That the Sweethearts, Janice Gill 
and Kristine Arnold, derive their 
name from a favourite album by a 
favourite band (the Byrds) does not 
sway me when judging them tops in 
the ‘New Country’ stakes. The 
position is warranted on their own 
merit. based first and foremost on 
each girl's expressive, individually 
distinctive yet wholly compatible 
vocal talent, both equally strong and 
undoubtedly capable of extracting 
feeling from the most routine 

song. That, however, is not even a 
consideration here: the material is 
impeccable and stems from such 
varied sources as Los Lobos, the 
Beatles and the Everly Brothers, 
with originals by Janis Gill (penned 
with either Don Schiltz or Gail 
Davies) sitting comfortable beside 
them. The musicians, too, are 
pretty diverse, among them Ricky 
Skaggs. Mark O'Conner, Rodney 
Crowell, Janis’ husband Vince Gill. 
Richard Bennett and the great. 
underestimated, Augie 

Meyers. Although unique and any 
comparisons are strictly tenuous. 
the Sweethearts are. to me, more 
exciting than the Judds were at their 
early best. and it is hoped their 
exhilarating sound never changes 
in the slightest.

@ When he was trying to break into the American 
market he had so many various influences that it was 
hard to categorise him, artists like Hank Williams, 
Jimmy Martin and Bill Monroe were early heroes 
then came along Elvis, Jerry Lee Lewis and Nat King 
Cole. When he started to write songs it was 
impossible to set these influences apart and 
therefore what he was writing was hard for the 
American fans to get used to at the time. But the 
hard start was worth it because he has had 15 No. 
Ones now so the various styles that influenced him 
have paid off. 


@ He also set the record for the country charts with 
four No. Ones off one album——Don't Make It Easy 
For Me——eight consecutive No. Ones and 20 
straight top ten songs and one song Your Love's On 
The Line even crossed over. | pointed out that! 
usually put him in the same group as the likes of Lee 
Greenwood and he says this is true that many people 
do but he just doesn’t know how that happens and 
that with a voice like his he couldn’t be anything but 


country. He certainly does not aim for crossover and 
his music just comes out the way it does. 


@ Another thing he feels that makes him really 
country is that Randy Scruggs, who is the son of Earl 
Scruggs, is his co—writer and has appeared on all 
his albums. He obviously has a great admiration for 
Randy, not only as a songwriter but also as a 
musician who can play at least eight 

instruments. ‘We keep each other on that straight 
and narrow country road’. 


@ | asked him about the country twang and whine 
which, despite his background, his voice does not 
have but he assured me that it most definately did

groove when starting a tour and at least a couple of 
days to unwind after one. 


@ One ‘nice’ problem is he is suffering now is that 
he has had so many hits that the fans want to hear 
that he cannot fit them all in one show and he is 
aware that many of them were laid—back ballads 
and if he did them all in a row he’d have a real 
slow—laid back show ... there would also be a baby 
population explosion some nine months later, | 
suggested! 


@ Earl laughed and said he didn’t know about that 
but he mixed the programme up and puta lot of 
ballads in a medley during his show and was well 
aware that a show needs light and shade to balance 
it. 


TRADITION’ 


We got talking about the newer acts that have moved 
back to the roots of the music and Earl explained that 
he had been at both ends——traditional and 
crossover——but now he seems to be right in the 
middle of the market. He was quite happy with that 
because trends come and go and he admires Randy 
Travis and George Strait and his current album, he 
feels, is the simplest he has ever made and sounds 
better for it and the nearest to a Judds—type sound 
he has ever done. 


@ Earl explained that he is aware that you must 
build the market over here if you are to be successful 
and his trip was merely fitted in to get to know a few 
people, get a bit of publicity... ‘they then planned to 
get an album released’ and put a small follow up tour 
onin 1989. In some ways he finds it real frightening 
because it was like starting again from scratch by 
performing songs that neither the DJ's nor the public 
knew, particularly as he used a lot of minor chords 
(which is unusual in country) to make sure his songs 
did not sound like anyone else’s. 


@ The attendance for Earl Thomas Conley first show 
in Britain may not have been spectacular but | am 
sure we will hear more of this man and his music in 
the U.K. 


@ The 11th Harlow Free Festival of 
Country Music honoured another of 
the North's Country sons when their 
award for British Band of the year 
went to Stu Page & Remuda. 


@ Due to circumstances beyond 
my control I missed the opening act 
at Harlow which | gather was my 
loss, and although the weather was 
not too bright I’m told Circuit 
Judge's music more than 
compensated for that... | did 
however see Lyndsey St. John’s 
Band perform a creditable spot on 
what was only their second public 
performance. They were strong 
enough to be called back for an 
encore with ‘My Baby Thinks He’s A 
Train’. | like the way this talented 
girl is now being given the rein to 
express her own personality. 


@ Bill Conlan & Emerald held sway 
for the next 60 minutes and 
underlined why they were on this 
years bill with a show that was both 
polished and talented. The 
weather was still inclement but the . 
large Saturday audience were not 
put off, as they stayed to welcome 
lona & Andy. | don’t know about 
‘Keeping A Welcome In The 
Hillside’ for this #velsh paiw but this 
audierce called them back ip 
ar.core with ‘Amazing Grace" which 
me to think of it was the way they 
formed.

@ Alterations to the programme 
through the non appearance of 
(Sunset Boulevard) saw a novel 
twist, when this All British Festival 
allowed touring act Carlton Moody 
& The Moody Bros, to step in albeit 
with a fine and enjoyable 
programme! 


@ The English summer was still 
showing it’s vagaries when Gerry 
Ford stepped on stage, but this 
Scottish domiciled Irishman 
together with his current band 
provided 60 minutes of pure 
entertainment. 


@ The standards achieved so far

What ashock it must 
have been to their systems to find literally two thousand people having a 
rompin’ stampin’ rave up to the sounds of Country Music on the North Wales 
Coast. They were completely unaware of the type of entertainment being 
presented that week, but all had the time of their lives and said they would 
definately be back for more next year. 


@ And in general, everyone had the same feelings. Over the years, the 
Pontins family has grown and grown while some of the faces are missing 
each year, there always seems to be new ones to replace them! 


@ Annie and Alan Williams from Caernarvan have been coming to the 
Prestatyn festivals for 8 years and love everything about them, but especially 


enjoy resident cabaret band West Virginia and Bob McKinlay and Redwing. 


@ Theballroom was the main haunt of Stan and Jean Crossley from Wigan 
who come especially for the Western dance instruction given by Dick and 
Geneva Matteis and the sounds of Campbell's Country! 


@ The Pontins showcase for upcoming talent produced a great 7 piece 
Western Swing band in Medicine Bow from the Plymouth area at Brean 
Sands last year. Pontins faith in them was well rewarded judging by their 
appearance in the Cabaret Lounge where they received a standing 
ovation. It is obviously very difficult for a band of this size to contemplate 
turning professional in this country, but these boys are giving it all they've got 
by playing (long distance) gigs at weekends. 


@ Pontins Festival Advisor, Bob Chapple, believes that the Showcase has 
thrown up yet another star in the making in the form of Darren Busby from 
South Humberside. 


@ Back in the main Cabaret Lounge, Kathleen Collings and Sheila 
Loughhead from Derry in Ireland obviously had a great favourite in fellow 
countryman Ray Lynam, butwere also impressed by the Steve Knight Band 
who worked tremendously hard in the Showcase during the week. Others 
who impressed them included Billy Finnegan and Stagecoach (who 
entertained for well over two hours) and to a lesser extent Bill and Conlon 
and Emerald, both bands having the usual Irish Showband asset (everyone 
being able to contribute a solo spot). 


@ The Duffy Brothers turned in their usual slick performance, but their 
comedy routine is wearing a little thin and must now have been seen by 
nearly everyone in the country, although they seemed to please the majority 
of the fans. 


@ Perhaps the biggest disappointment of the week was former New 
Seeker, Lyn Paul, appearing without her usual country support band, The 
Louisiana Hellraisers, who have split up. She ran through a selection of well 
worn standards at an incredible volume and said that although she had 
always liked Country Music, she was new into singing it and sang the songs 
that she remembered hearing at home. This may well be true, but | 
remember her saying the same thing almost 12 months ago and | would 
have thought that she would have had enough time by now to update her 
repertoire somewhat to reflect the music of today!? 


@ Clinton Ford possibly suffered from singing the same range of standards 
in the main, (but this is probably expected of him) everyone wanting to hear 
the perennial favourite ‘Old Shep’. Support acts, Keith Manifold, Phil 
Lloyd's Shackband, Johnny Marks and Preston based trio Sundown all 
showed that they had their supporters. 


@ Terry Burman from Immingham on Humberside felt that the whole 
holiday was great value for money and especially liked the show put on by 
Britains No.1 band ‘Colorado’, but then everyone in the house was 
mesmerised by this great band who received a standing ovation for what 
was probably the best show of the week. 


@ Many people including Sue Ellis from Pontefract preferred the hussle and 
bussle of the Ballroom where guest appearances from bands such as 
Whiskey River from the Midlands, Apache from the North East and Oregon 
from Lancashire kept the feet tapping until Les Bennetts Country Disco took 
over to take them into the early hours of the morning. 


@ Les and Terry McDougall travelled all the way from Fort William 
especially to see Raymond Froggatt so were most disappointed to find that 
he had withdrawn from the Festival in order to go on the Tammy Wynette 
tour. And they were not the only ones to express their 

disappointment... However, the general mood of the Festival was one of

“Tomorrows News” 


@ Kimmie Rhodes, the angelic-voiced singer / 
songwriter and sometimes stripper (explanation later) 
from that earthly honky tonk heaven known as Austin, 
Texas, recently played a few dates here backed by the 
Wes McGhee Band to promote her first UK released 
album, ‘Man In The Moon’ (Heartland HLD 007). An 
extensively trained performance artist who has worked 
with virtually everybody who is anybody in Austin and is 
herself highly rated there, Kimmie, due to a total lack of 
exposure here (in more ways than one), was relatively 
unknown in Britain prior to the album and tour. Kimmie 
was actually born at Wichita Falls (6th March 1954), 
where she tells me she ‘lived for a while until the tornado 
came and blew the town away’. She adds, ‘I don’t know 
what year that was, but | was real small. We moved to 
Lubbock when | was aged, | guess, about four, and 
that’s where | began my musical career’. 


@ Atage five, Kimmie was already singing in a gospel 
trio with her father and her brother. My daddy sang 
bass, my brother sang tenor, and | was the soprano’, 
she recalls. ‘It was my job to front the show, and it was 
at that point | learned to sing harmony’. That early 
grounding served Kimmie well years later, when - after 
attracting yet another tornado - she made the move to 
Austin and found herself in constant demand as a 
backup singer on live gigs and recording sessions with 
the likes of Butch Hancock, Jimmie Dale Gilmore, 
Stoney Edwards, Ray Campi and adopted Austinite 
Wes McGhee. 


@ Forseven years from 1979, as well as working solo, 
Kimmie fronted notorious Jackalope Brothers, both live 
and on records. She underwent extensive tuition in all 
aspects of acting, and subsequently appeared in 
several stage productions and local Austin-made 
movies. ‘I’ve done a lot of training in acting’, she 
elaborates, ‘but | haven't done a lot of acting. No major 
films or anything. There are a lot of films coming out of 
Austin now, and I've been in a few of them. | think it 
makes perfect sense to find so many singing performers 
acting in movies these days. But singing is definately 
my first love, and of course | love writing’. | asked 
Kimmie whether she was a prolific writer, which - as no 
less than six tracks on the album are self-penned - 
would seem to be the case. ‘| don't know’, was the 
reply, ‘it seems like | am. People go through a lot of 
different periods with writing, but | think I'm learning 
more and more how to write. I'm finding it easier and 
easier allthe time. Writing relies on experience: you get 
your heart broken more when you get out more, and that 
helps you become a better writer. I'm going through an 
inspired period right now, and if that can be prolific | 
guess | am. Time will tell’. 
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@ It’s obvious her songs are profoundly personal, but 
what actually inspires Kimmie to sit down and 

write? ‘Well, Austin is an inspiration: it’s such a creative 
centre to come to and just a wonderful place for 
music. Performing inspires me to write, and just going 
out inspires me to write. And coming to England has 
inspired me, everything is so new to me. It's my first 
time here, I'm seeing some of the sights and meeting 
lots of the people, and they’ve given me alot of ideas for 
songs. In fact, Wes (McGhee) has inspired a song 
called ‘Hound With His Hair On Fire’, which is more or 
less written and I'll probably put it on the next album!’ 


@ What does she think of British audiences? ‘I love 
them. I'm having a real good time. We've had good 
crowds, even on week nights, and it’s going real 

well. We played the Dublin Castle and opened up at the 
Mean Fiddler for Rosie Flores. Then we played the 
Richmond Hotel and | did my striptease...’ Hold 

on! Was that striptease? As in discarding clothing and 
exposing provocative expanses of naked flesh? ‘Yes, it 
was real funny. | think it’s important to entertain, and 
stripping has become sort of tradition with me now. It 
began one night when | was working with Jimmy Day 
and it was very hot. | started taking my jacket off and 
Jimmy began playing ‘The Stripper’, and it just sorta 
carried on from there. | think striptease is a dying art 
and | feel obligated to bring it back. No, seriously, | don’t 
take it all off - | mean, it’s still a family show - and | don't 
do it all the time. But, if the boys have been particularly 
good that night...’ trails off into fit of laughter (her 
husband chokes on his lunch). ‘No, we do it now and 
again - it's no big deal!’ (wanna bet?). The obvious 
follow-up question on behalf of any unfortunates who 
missed out first time round on her striptease... | mean 
her live performances... is if there are plans for a return 
visit. ‘Well, yes, we've already started talking about it, 
and | definately want tocome back. |'mnotexactly sure 
when it will be, but | love it here and it'll be real soon’. 


@ Apart from work on countless sessions, Kimmie’s 
record output to date comprises two singles, ‘No Next 
Time’/‘You'll Take Care Of You’ (Lone Star) and ‘Love 
Letters’/‘Buried In Blues’ (Jackalope), and - prior to the 
newie - two albums, ‘Texas Honky Tonk Band’ 
(Jackalope) and ‘Kimmie Rhodes & The Jackalope 
Brothers’ (Pedernales). ‘With my first single’, she says, 
‘we spent quite a few miles on the road. We got lotsa 
radio plays and it was quite successful. We never really 
promoted the second single much, because we had the 
album and we concentrated on that. The first album 
was a series of songs that we recorded over a period of 
about five years, but ‘Man On The Moon’ was recorded 
in around six-months. It’s not released back home yet, 
we just recorded it and came right over here to promote 
its release on Heartland because we wanted to focus on 
Europe’.

Recorded at Lone Star in Austin and 
Willie Nelson’s Pedernales studios, 
this 100% pure Texas music 
immediately rears up and takes tight 
hold from the opening bars of the 
Western Swing styled title 

track. Like in all Texas music there 
are various influences to be heard: 
as Kimmie herself appropriately 
says of it: ‘The sound is overall 
country, but | grew up listening to a 
lot of different styles of 

music. There are real jazzblues 
things with strong country flavour, 
and Bob Wills and Mexican music 
were great influences’. 


All of the above are in evidence, but 
real roots country - Texas variety - 
pervades everything from beautiful 
self-penned ballads like the 
outstanding ‘1000 Magicians’, to 


the mid-paced tempo of the Parton- 
ish ‘Daddy's Song’. again written by 
Kimmie. and Helen G. Phillips’ 
swingy ‘Texas Blues’. Kimmie also 
wrote ‘What A Love's Supposed To 
Be’ and ‘It'll Do’, duets with David 
Zettner and Wes McGhee 
respectively. and there are 
personlised readings of Jack 
Clement's ‘Just Someone | Used To 
Know’, Bobby Earl Smith's ‘How 
Long’ and the Disney classic, 
‘When You Wish Upon A 

Star’. Asked why she chose the 
latter. Kimmie replied: ‘Because of 
the lyrics - they're beautiful and | 
believe what they say. They mean 
alot tome. and | thought it would be 
a good song to close the 

album. Besides, | wanted to see if | 
could sing it better than Jiminy 
Cricket!’. 


Lending atmosphere to Kimmie s

@ Artists with this invaluable skill are essential in country 
music if itis to continue to grow and prosper.

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@ The intense and exciting music we call the Blues has 
a deep, often inextricable, interrelationship with Country 
Music. Both, in root form, are the folk idioms of poor 
rural Southerners and share more common ground than 
just the soil from whence they grew. In fact, just as 
Country Music is often referred at as the white man's 
Blues, the Blues can equally be termed the black man's 
Country Music. Many Country fans also collect Blues 
records and, therefore, we introduce ‘Blues Corner’ to 
provide CMRU readers with information on the new 
releases... 


@ Although virtually all gospel singers piously 
denounced Blues as ‘The Devil's Music’, the legendary 
Reverend Gary Davis had more liberated views. The 
blind ordained minister from South Carolina had no 
misgivings about singing both, and ‘New Blues And 
Gospel’ (Blue Moon BMLP 1.040), recorded in New 
York City on 17 March, 1971, contains equal amounts of 
religious and secular songs. Davis’ rasping voice — 
accompanied by his own adept guitar and harmonica 
playing — is strongly emotive on ten self—penned 
songs, including ‘Sally, Where’d You Get Your 
Whiskey?’, ‘Children Of Zion’, ‘Hesitation Blues’, ‘Lost 
John’ and the famed ‘Samson And Delilah’. 


@ Johnny Clyde Copeland is one of today's leading 
contemporary bluesmen, but three decades ago he was 
just another struggling youngster who cut discs for 
virtually anyone who would record him. ‘Houston 
Roots’ (Ace CHD 238) consists of rare and unreleased 
sides made in Texas during the 50s and 60s for Steve 
Poncio’s indie labels, Allboy and Paradise, and they are 
SO good one wonders why Copeland’s remarkable 
talent wasn't more widely recognized much sooner. A 
baker's dozen of excellent performances include the 
classics ‘Rock Me Baby’ (cut prior to B.B.King’s 
version), ‘Baby Please Don't Go’ and ‘Night Time Is The 
Right Time’, plus several self—written items. 


@ Copeland again pops up on a superb various artists 
compilation of material culled from the Bihari brothers’ 
Kent, Modern, RPM, Crown and Flair labels, ‘Blues 
Around Midnight’ (Ace CH 235). As the title suggests, 
it's asoothing easy—paced set perfectly suited to late— 
night listening, featuring eighteen inspired recordings — 
many previously unissued — by such blues giants as 
Copeland, Lowell Fulson, T— Bone Walker, B.B. King, 
Jimmy Witherspoon and several others. There are so 
many first—rate tracks here that compiler and annotator 
Ted Carroll should be congratulated on rescuing them 
from the perpetual obscurity of dusty vault 

shelves. Wholly recommended. 


@ Although essentially a bluesman, the great Taj 
Mahal doesnt restrict himself soley to the blues and has 
a freewheeling attitude towards music. ‘Giant 
Step’/‘De Ole Folks At Home’ (Edsel DED 264), a re— 
issue of his 1969 CBS double album set, portrays two 
very different sides of Taj. The first, featuring Taj 
(vocals, harmonica, banjo, National stee-—bodied 
guitar) and a hot rocking trio comprising Jesse Ed Davis 
(guitars, keyboards), Gary Gilmore (bass) and Chuck 
Blackwell (drums), his idiosyncratic originals like ‘Ain't 
Gwine Whistle Dixie Anymo”' alongside novel 
interpretations of ‘Good Morning Little Schoolgirl’, ‘Take 
A Giant Step’, ‘Bacon Fat’ and ‘Six Days On The Road’. 


The second, a solo set, is a return to ethnic roots with Taj 
singing and playing such songs as ‘Blind Boy Rag’, 
“Stagger Lee’, ‘Cajun Tune’, ‘Fishin’ Blues’, ‘Candy 
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Man’, ‘Linin’ Track’ and ‘Cluck Old Hen’. Diverse and 
very Satisfying listening. 


@ Veteran New Orleans—born barrelhouse piano 
player and singer Champion Jack Dupree recorded the 
newly released ‘Rockin’ The Boogie’ (Blue Moon BMLP 
058) in Cologne, Germany during April 1982, helped by 
Kenn Lending on guitar. Nine of the ten songs are 
Dupree compositions, including the title track, ‘My 
Baby's Comin’ Back’, the Louis Jordan inspired ‘Be A 
Man’, ‘Baby Please Don't Go’, ‘Old Old Woman’ and 
‘You'd Better Kick The Habit’, which has a prologue 
warning against the use of drugs. Dupree has tried his 
hand at many things in a seventy—eight year lifespan, 
but most of all he was, and still is, one of the alltime 
blues greats. 


@ Raful Neal truly is, as the title of his latest album 
boasts, a ‘Lousiana Legend’ (Blue Horizon BLUH 
003). A fine singer and renowned harmonica player, his 
reputation has grown consistently since he first began 
appearing in local Baton Rouge dives in the 40s and 
cutting records in the 50s. On these 1987 recordings, 
backed by a large array of classy musicians, Raful 
permeates a basic blues sound with tantalizing hints of 
Louisiana's varied and colourful musical 

heritage. Every track is a rare delight, most especially 
‘Luberta’, ‘Down And Out’, ‘No Cuttin’ Loose’, ‘Late In 
The Evening’ and tremendous retreads of Jimmy 
Reed's ‘Honest! Do’ and Wilbert Harrison's ‘Let's Work 
Together’. | find this album totally irresistible, even 
when subjected to numerous consecutive plays. 


@ On'San Francisco Bay Blues’ (Ace CH 226), 
originally released in 1963, folk—blues singer and 
one—man—band Jesse Fuller backs himself on 
twelve—string guitar, harmonica, kazoo, cymbals and 
fotdella (his own invention). Fuller songs such as 
‘Morning Blues’, ‘Little Black Train’, ‘! Got A Mind To 
Ramble’, ‘Crazy About A Woman’, ‘Brownskin Girl’ and, 
in particular, ‘San Francisco Bay Blues’ (all included 
here) have been covered all over the world, but no 
versions compare with his own scintillating 

originals. Sparkling adaptations of traditional songs — 
‘Whoa Mule’, ‘John Henry’, and ‘Midnight Special’, 
which becomes ‘Jesse's New Midnight Special’ — add 
to the beauty, making this album indispensable. 


@ And now for something slightly different. White 
singers’ attempts at what is basically a black music 
automatically — how ever subconsciously — introduce 
elements of their own cultural background, resulting ina 
subtly different but no less viable folk form. ‘The Blues 
Project’ (Edsel ED 248), a welcome re—issue after 
more than 20 years of unavailability, is a selection of 
original songs individually performed by eight blues 
inspired white Greenwich Village folkniks, backed by 
four more of their ilk — including one Bob Landy (work it 
out). Oh, to have been a Villager in the days when these 
Dylan contemporaries — John Koerner, Dave Van 
Ronk, Geoff Muldaur, Dave Ray, Danny Kalb. lan 
Buchanan, Mark Spoelstra, Eric Von Schmidt — plied 
their wares nightly round the coffee bars and folk clubs 
(pass the basket, buddy). Itwas atime when the protest 
movement was at its height, and some of its leading 
lights sing folk—blues here with the same conviction 
which helped influence radical changes in American 
politics.

@ Philomena Begley is one of the real survivors of the 
British country music scene and, while other artists’ 
careers began to tarnish and fade as the years pass by, 
she remains at the top, notching up hit records, 
attracting highly enthusiastic crowds at her concerts and 
collecting one award after another in recognition of her 
achievements and popularity. 


@ Currently celebrating her twenty fifth year in the 
business, Philomena’s marking the occasion by 
appearing on tour with U.S. superstar Don Williams and 
releasing her latest Ritz album titled, appropriately _ 
enough, ‘Silver Anniversary Album’. And, if there was 
any doubts concerning her continuing popularity with 
the public, all this follows on the heels of being named 
Most Popular British Female Solo Artist by the readers 
of Country Music Round Up at last year's Peterborough 
Festival. 


@ Arguably the Irish act to have played more U.K. 
country concerts than any of her compatriots, 
Philomena Begley has appeared regularly at Wembley 
and Peterborough festivals over the years (on anumber 
of occasions with her Ritz Records labelmate Ray 
Lynam) as well as being seen frequently on tour at local 
theatres and clubs, particularly in Scotland where she's 
built up an immensely loyal appreciation. 


@ Back home in her native Ireland, though, she’s been 
a top attraction for far longer. Born in Pomeroy. County 
Tyrone. the fourth child in a family of eight, Philomena 
began her musical career after leaving school and 
singing with the Old Cross Ceile Band, at the same time 
holding down a day job working at a local factory. Later 
the band changed its’ name to Country Flavour and 
started performing country music to keep up with current 
trends. It was a very wise decision which not only 
increased the band’s popularity but also turned the 
spotlight on its’ young girl singer. The subsequent 
success led Philomena. in 1974, to quit the lineup and

@ With her reputation well and truly established — and 
with a string of hit singles that have included Truck 
Drivin’ Woman, Once Around The Dance Floor, Blanket 
On The Ground, Here Today, Gone Tomorrow and 
Queen Of The Silver Dollar — Philomena Begley has 
developed as one of Ireland's most successful country 
music exports ever, not only appearing in concert in 
numerous European countries but also representing 
Ireland at the Gold Star Awards in Holland and on the 
International Show in Nashville. 


@ Over the years Philomena has remained at the top of 
her profession, her achievements being recognised by 
the industry and public alike via a string of awards from 
such organisations as the Country Music Association 
(GB), Record Mirror/Billboard and the British Country 
Music Association. She's also achieved phenomenal 
success with her record sales, consistantly Silver or 
Gold Discs for high sales, while her K—Tel album ‘The 
Best Of Philomena Begley’ achieved Platinum status. 


@ Now Philomena Begley, Ireland's Queen Of Country 
Music, is celebrating her Silver Anniversary — and 
shows nosign of slowing down. Tohercountless legion 
of fans, that’s the only way they want it! 


@ For my money Ray & Leo Duffy are ‘Superstars’ 
their comedy is brilliant, although they left that out 
on their lunchtime programme. 
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@ The Joe Ely tour which was to take place this month has had to be cancelled. Joe is 
part way through recording his next album, and restrictions on available studio time 
necessitate an earlier than scheduled completion date. This, of course, means the 
handful of Flatlander reunion shows, which had already been set up, will not now take 
place.

The A-side, penned by Handy, comes from the forthcoming debut 
album, ‘Wolf Couchon’ (Bedrock BEDLP 7), while the flip - an individual rework of the 
old Leiber & Stoller classic, is unavailable elsewhere. The band take part ina 
Blues/Zydeco package which will be touring Europe and the UK in autumn. 


@ Ponty Bone infos that his annual Texas Musicians’ Fishing Tournament, the fifth, 
will take place at Hurricanedunction, Port O'Connor on 1-2 July, and there's sure to be 
lots of hot music to go with ample supplies of food and drink. He and his Squeezetones 
also play four days at the Edmonton Folk Festival, Canada in August, along with Flaco 
Jimenez, the legendary Doug Sahm and many others. 


@ | ran into singer, songwriter, guitarist Gary Hall at Nanci’s gig, who told me that he 
and his band, The Stormkeepers, had just cut three self-penned songs with Chris Layhe 
of the Icicle Works producing. A couple of days later a tape of the said songs - ‘The 
Price You Pay’, ‘Where Every Diamond Shines’, ‘Your Loving Arms’ - popped through 
my letter box. They are more upbeat than the usual cool new wave country style, with 
the regular band - Richard Curren (violin), Sean McFetridge (bass) and Michael 
O'Brien (drums) - augmented by Layhe (keyboards, backing vocals) and ex—Red Moon 
Joe frontman Mark Wilkinson (dobro, guitar, backing vocals). If they sustain this 
quality on the rest of the cuts, the next album seems destined to accrue even greater 
critical acclaim than last year’s debut, ‘Wintertime Already’. 


@ Austin, Texas based duo Timbuk 3 kicked off a lengthy European tour with a couple 
of British dates recently, and will probably return for more gigs in September. Inthe 
meantime, their long awaited second album, ‘Eden Alley’ (1.R.S MIRG 1034), has just 
been released here, and a single taken from it, ‘Rev. Jack and His Roamin’ Cadillac 
Church’, will be available at the end of this month. The album is, if anything, even 
better than the first and | shall be reviewing it in due course. 


@ There are a couple of various artist collections, filled with a wide variety of world 
roots music, which will undoubtedly appeal to News Filers. ‘Hot Cookies’ (Cooking 
Vinyl! GRILL 002) is a budget price (£2.99 LP/£4.99 CD, with two extra tracks) sampler 
of issued and unissued sides, which - with 15 tracks and lasting in excess of an hour - is 
great value for money. Two previously unreleased Michelle Shocked sides (plus one 
on which she combines forces with the Mekons), S.E. Rogie recorded in his living room 
on Andy Kershaw’s Walkman, cuts by Sweet Honey In The Rock, Clive Gregson & 
Christine Collister, the Mekons, Edward I! & The Red Hot Polkas, the Oyster Band, the 
Horseflies, the Real Sounds, the Happy End and Rory McLeod make diverse and 
interesting listening. ‘Great Moments Of Vinyl History’ (Special Delivery SPM 1009) is 
a combination of rare records, radio sessions and ‘field’ recordings, compiled and 
annotated by Andy Kershaw. 


Rarities by Barrence Whitfield, S.E. Rogie, Kathryn Tickell and Kentuckian, Jim Ford 
(‘Harian County’), a live BBC Radio session from Dwight Yoakam (‘Mystery Train’), the 
dexterous picking of Phil Cunningham & Gary Peterson recorded in a Shetland 
bar-room, Ted Hawkins & Billy Bragg singing together at Leeds University gig, and 
Steve Phillips giving out the goods at Kershaw's 27th Birthday Party. Both albums are 
well worth investing in. 


@ ‘Interviews’ (Edsel ED 272) combines tracks culled from the three album legacy of 
the sadly defunct and grossly underrated Alpha Band - T-Bone Burnett (vocals, guitar, 
piano), Steven Soles (vocals, guitar, piano), and David Mansfield (guitar, violin, 
mandolin, steel guitar, dobro etc, etc). Burnett's influence on the band is evident, 
particularly as the compiler opts for his compositions (plus one by Dylan) in preference 
to those of other members. It’s an arbitrary choice, he admits, ‘as we at Demon 
consider T-Bone Burnett to be one of America’s finest songwriters, ‘but also a wise one 
which cannot be argued with. Although dating from 1976-78, the tracks bear close 
comparison with T-Bone’s present style, and make this one of the year’s beat re-issues 
so far. 


@ Bob Dylan's much-delayed new album, ‘Down In The Groove’ (CBS), again 
subjected to track changes (for the third time), has at long last been released. I'malso 
told that Dylan's 1970 album, ‘Self Portrait’, is being considered for re-issue in the Nice 
Price range, and that a double CD comprising ‘Desire’ and ‘Blood On The Tracks’ will be 
available this month. 


© Steve Earle did not participate in route 88 as he is busy cutting his third MCA album 
and, by all accounts, won't be available for any live gigs until it's 

finished. Incidentally, the Bible’s second album, ‘Eureka’ (Chrysalis), which Steve 
produced, is out now.

@ The brochure claimed that 
‘Holidays are made in Haven’ but 
| am almost tempted to say that 
they can also be hell! As reading 
through my notes | found so 
many things that were not so 
much wrong, as not quite right! 


@ If! had to explain it in one 
sentence it would be: They got 
some good ingredients but they 
didn’t use a recipe! 


@ Presthaven Sands Holiday 
Park have put on these specialist 
weeks for the past four years and 
decided to up-grade the whole 
event this time by booking 
Tammy Wynette to headline. 


@ Without a doubt Tammy is the 
biggest star yet to have played at 
a residential country music event 
in Britain, so we must praise the 
organisers for that, but where did 
itgo wrong? Well, fora start she 
doubled the usual number of 
people attending, that’s fine, 

but the largest hall they had, 
could only accomodate half those 
booked in, and those that wanted 
front seats were queueing in 

the open from 1.30 on a cold day 
... the doors opened at 5 pm and 
Tammy did not go on stage until 
10 pm! So how did the 
organisation get round 

it? Firstly they banned all 
children from the cabaret room 
(this effectively barred a lot of 
parents as well), then they 
moved Raymond Froggatt from 


the cabaret room and put him in 
the dance hall which they 
turned into an overspill theatre 
for the night. Finally they put a 
huge screen in the corner of the 
Overspill room and videoed the 
Tammy Wynette Show 

Live. Therefore the fans had to 
chose with Froggie live and a live 
video of Tammy or Tammy live 
and no Froggie... not so 
surprising a large number went 
for the first option! 


@ The video presentation was 
first class regarding both in sound 
and vision, most people having 

a better view than even those in 
the front row in the concert hall... 
in fact all those in the overspill 
room had a first class front row 
seat. (But is it the same?) 


@ Before | end this review, | 
think it ought to be pointed out 
that the camp is different to any 
other venue | have visited for a

@ It seemed to me... the most 
important thing they need is 
someone the fans can 
communicate with. By this | 
mean someone who is 
approachable. Someone to make 
sure that the programme is kept 
to. Someone to stand up and 

say | am here to listen to your 
opinions. 


@ They should consider having a 
resident band in the ballroom to 
play for those that want to 

dance. There should not be 
dance lessons at 8 pm at night, 
that is a daytime extra. 


@ They should make it easier to go 
from the dance hall to the concert hall 
(except for special nights). Itwas easy 
to walk to the other hall without going 
out in the wet but no, you had to walk 
right around, despite having to show 
your membership card to get in either 
venue. 


@ Security! Security men should be 
there to make us feel secure not 
threatened. | have been to events all 
over the world and | have never seen 
such a high proportion of security men 
with such a high profile. Butlins, part 
of the same organisation for instance, 
don’t need them. Also many people 
object to be hassied out of the hall so 
quickly after the show. 


@ Late bar! | have never been 
anywhere that the bars shut so 
early. It was 10.20 when the shutters 
Started to come down on the Sunday. 


@ Finally children.. they are 
important.. but there should be at least 
one venue where they are not 
allowed. | appreciate that those with 
families might find this harsh, but they 
should be kept under control after 9 pm 
at night! And while on this subject 
there did not seem a lot for ‘teenagers’ 
to do in the evening, as far as | could 
see.
